from Droicwich near Worceſter, towards 
Birford, three miles from Eveſham, whereof 
[ priſently advertiſed Colonel Walley and Co- 
lonel Fleetwood, and ſent poſt to Sir William 
Brereton, to deſire the aſsiſtance of his Horſe, | 
which was accordingly granted. But upon | 
Friday the Lord Aſhley ſtill continuing his 
march (and Sir William Breretons horle not 
come up) was forcedto hold him jn action for 
the ſpace of four hours,skirmiſhing with him 
by parties, and keeping my Body drawnup 
10 a moſt advantagious place for purſujt, in 
cale he'ſhould oaſf. by me (before'Sir William 
Brereton came up) which about nine a lock 
that night hedid : whereupon I reſolved to 
purſue, thinking it more advantagious to fol- 
low upon hi rear, then at that time to draw 
out to meer him in thefield; and in my purfatr
